B a n g o r , M a in e , A u g . 20, IK6S. 
Law ks andGkn’tleme.v, .viy 1’kllwv 
Citizens of thu S tate of M aive: It 
is obvioiLsly impossible for me to make 
rovself heard throughout this vast as- 
sciiiMago unless there is the most pro­ 
found silence. 
I thought last night 
that you had oshausfcd your, enthusi. 
asm and your hospitality. 
I .'oe to-day 
th.it I tva.i mi.sfaken. 
I ?co to-day that, 
it is not only the deuioeratic party of 
Maine, but the people of Maiuo who arc 
moved in the riuht direction. 
[Ap­ 
plause.] 
I am rejoiced .at this magnifi- 
cen.t meeting, for it .■•hows to me that the 
piihlic calamity sits heavily upon the 
piiyic mind, and there is the beginning 
of hope. 
I am rejoiced at this demon­ 
stration! and when I go hack to my peo­ 
ple in Ohio I will tell them tliat they 
must ho on their guard, or that tho peo- 
t)!o of JIaitie will .snatch from their 
hands the l.turels which we hoped in the 
hour of victory to place upon the ma­ 
jestic brow of ont peerless State. 
[Ap- 
platise.] 
When I received the invitation of 
your eonimittée to attend this meoiing 
I accepted it without hesitation. 
I de- 
.sired to see this part of my country, 
and thesG, my countrymen. 
I desired 
to hrcatbo the pure air of your ocean, 
and to SCO that scenery of whose beauty 
I have read so much. 
I desired to see 
your immense forests and your capacious 
harbors and your unrivaled shipyards. 
I desired to see the very home of our 
merchant niaiiuc. 
Twenty throe years 
ago on this very day, I stood upon the 
pier of a most magnificent harbor almost 
upon the other side of the world- 
A 
stiflf breeze brought in a most gallant 
ship: her flowing sails were all set; 
her lofty masts towered to the sky. 
She wasa thing of beauty and of grace. 
She contrasted wonderfully with the 
tub-like crafis that were all around her 
The star.s and stripes flew at her Inast- 
head, and they told'roc that she was 
built in Bangor. 
I desired to see her 
builders. 
I knew "that there were 
points of sympathy between the people 
of the North-west and you of Maine; 
that both, in our lines, were necessary 
to each other. 
You build the ships, wo 
raise the corn and wheat and pork. 
You are the carriers, we are the pro­ 
ducers. 
You carry .our products a- 
broad, and bring back to us in return 
the fruits of the tropics, the coffee of 
South America, the teas of China, the 
oils of Spain, the wines and silk of 
Frauce, aud the manufactures of Great 
Britain. 
Identity of material interests 
has produced a sympathy in political 
opinions between us of Maine and Ohio. 
Admitted, ae your State was into the 
Union, in 1820, in the midst of the ex­ 
citement that grew out of the Missouri 
Gompromise, yon have uOt given birth 
upon your soil to any of those promi­ 
nent agitators in politics who, onder the 


guise of philanthropy and the pretence 
of being the apo.stles of a purer civili­ 
zation, have disturbed'the harmony of 
our people and perverted the system of 
cur Oovorninent. 
| 
When I received your invitation, niy 
mind was fttll of recollections of the ' 
trip I had made to Wisconsin and Mia- ! 
ncsota; and my heart exulted at the j 
thou.ght that as. I had traveled one 
thousand miles toward the Northwest 
before I crossed the Mississippi, before 
I touched the outward edge of the great ¡ 
central basin, so I might travel fifteen 
hundred miles to the Northeast and yet 
be among my own countrymen, in my ! 
own country. 
Leaving my home upon i 
the banks of the beautiful river, I> 
stood to-day beneath the arching elms | 
and admired tho broad streets of your 
attractive city. 
Make with me the jour­ 
ney up the valley of the Miami, over 
the broad fields of Ohio, along the 
shores of the great Northern lakes, 
over the fertile fields and cxhaustless 
mines and towering mountains of Penn- 
sy]v,ania, the Eagland of jkmorica a- 
cross the imperial dom-jiu of the more 
imperial New York, through the- length 
of Massachusetts, radient with the re­ 
turns of her industry, with Connecti­ 
cut and Rhode Lslancl dipping to the 
sea on the other hand, and the Groen 
Mountains of Termont and the WTiite 
Mountains of New Hampshire rising 
with snow-white majesty to the heavens 
on the other, through oppulent and 
hospitable Boston, along the shores of 
the ocean, along the noble indentures of 
your own coast, through your own thri­ 
ving vilages to tho very centre of your 
noble and magnificent State. 
Who can 
be astonished that the heart of an A- 
moriean citizen exults and that hia pulse 
beats high and that bis tounge uses the 
language of pride, and often of csager- 
ation, as his love of country travels in 
vastncss of territory and variety of 
sceticry, climate, and soil, opulence of 
wealth and power such as that? 
For myself, gentlemen, I bow myself 
in reverence before tho form of govern­ 
ment which'has bound these mighty 
States together, and whfch'has recon­ 
ciled their differoat and discordant in­ 
terests in the harmony of one people 
and one government. 
[Applause.] 
The men of 1TS7 wore self-denying 
men. 
They feared consolidation of 
power. 
They put behind them the al- 
iuremcnts of imperial pomp. 
They de­ 
nied themselves the fascinations of a 
strong government. 
They contented 
themselves with the simplicity of con- 
fcdcrafron. 
They 
eonmitted to the 
Federal Government interstate and in­ 
ternational affairs. 
All the rest they 
re.snrved to the States thomselccs.— 
Within this narrow sphere they made 
the Federal Government supreme. 
All 
beyond remained to the unimpaired sov- 
OToigntp of the severtil States. 
If you 
would seek tok.aow our Federal system, 
to dotormiDe wbatare the powers of the 
Federal Government, go to the plain 
provisions of the Constitution. 
If you 
would desire to knpw what are tho 
powers of the States, go to that vast 
reserve of power which by the laws of 
cnlitrhtoned civilization is lodged in ev­ 
ery sovereign community. 
Massachu- 
setts.understood this system of govern­ 
ment well in the beginning. 
She knew 
that the rights of her people were safest 
in her hands; that their lives, liberty 
and property was best preserved under 
gu.ardianship, and therefore, first of all 
the States, at the very instant of her 
adoption of the Federal Constitution, 
she proposed that amendment which de­ 
cided that all the power not given by 
the Constitution to tbe U»ited States 
nor forbidden to tbe States, remained to 
the States and tbe people respectively. 
Unfortunately, in those latter days, 
Massachusetts 'has wandered from the 
faith, -but she will leturu to it with re­ 
newed zeal when power shall have 
pas.'ed into another section, and she 
feels the doom of isolation. 
The wise 
men of 1797, purified in the trials of 
the Revolution, esporicnced in the les­ 
sons of the confedera'ion, virtuous 
themselves, and uphold in the practice 
of virtue by the pub'ic sentiment of an 
e.xtranrdin.ary 
people—they 
laid so 
strong the foundation of the Govern­ 
ment, which can alone accomplish this 
result, that neither force nor time, nor 
the progress of the ages can shake 
them. -ÍFhey will endure until tho de­ 
generacy of our race shall call call 
from indignant Heaven a denial of such 
blessings as a punishment for our man­ 
ifold sins. 
Gentlemen, tbe philosophy of our 
Government will dictate to me tbe sub­ 
ject upon whiih I shall speak to yo\x. 
I do not understand your loeaI_ politics; 
I do not propose to take part in them, 
I shall confine myself to those fnatters 
which concern us all alike. 
I shall 
speak with no partisan bitterness. 
Not 
accustomed myself to yield anything to 
harsh words. T seek not to apply_ them 
to others. 
Confident in the purity of 
my motives and .the sincerity of. my 
convictions, I ana ready to admit the 
same integrity of purpose in all my 
fellow-citizens. 
I shall not disparage 


the ability or character of my opponents. 
I •would not, if I could, pluck .>ne leaf 
from the laurels of General Grant; 
whatever may be his ability as a soldier 
he has .stood the test of success, hnd so 
far as I Lave known he has borne him­ 
self with moderation and magnanimity 
in his high office. 
I have known Mr 
Colfax for many years. 
I have seen 
him in possession of great power. 
He 
is an amiable and estimable gentleman, 
and would perform with dignity the dm 
ties .^ of tbe high office to which he as- 
.pirgSÁ.-.I have had plea.sant associations 
with the members of Congress from 
your State, and ! remember with satis­ 
faction that we passed through many 
years of service in that body, inter­ 
changing those courtesies which soften 
the asperities of political excitement. 
Indeed, gentlemen, my ob.sorvatioris of 
such has led me to expect the most er­ 
roneous opinion coupled with tho purest 
motive, and the most destructive policy 
assooimcd with the loftiest aspirations 
for the pnblie good. 
I do not, thore- 
foro, deal here or at any other time 
with the personal character, with tho 
motives, or with the intclUgeticc of 
men, 
I deal with their opinions and 
their actions, and their party as an or­ 
ganization. 
I have described to you in tbo brief­ 
est possible terms tbe ph'tlosophy of our 
system of government. 
It is a union 
and not a unity. 
It is a union of States 
not of municipal corporations—of State's, 
sovereign, except in so far as they have 
delegated tbe exercise of some powers 
and liave contracted to abate the exer­ 
cise of others—independent, except in 
so far as they have bound themselves to­ 
gether—disunited, except in so fav as 
they have united themselves by the 
terms of the Constitution. 
This sy.s- 
tem of government has solved the 
great problem. 
It has reeoneilcd vast­ 
ncss of territory and strength of gov­ 
ernment with liberty. 
It has made it 
possible that we should be one people, 
and tlii.s is the crowning glory of our 
matoh!o.ss 
Constitution — (”rcat ap­ 
plause)—a free people. 
It has assured 
strength to the federal head, and health 
and strength to the constituent parts. 
Tho Slates liavc grown in numbers, in 
population, in power. 
They have de­ 
veloped every local interest, they have 
secured to their citizens such iustitu- 
tious, and such measures of liberty, as 
they desired for themselves. 
Tho general features of the State 
governments have, of course, a striking 
similarity, but the diversity of their 
policy is wonderful. 
The polic-y cf 
each is adapted to the interests, the 
tastes, the habits of its people. 
The 
manufacturing States, the commercial 
Siate.s, the agricultural States, 
have 
their respective systems and adapt their 
laws to their materia! interests —Laws 
which are popular in New England 
could not be passed, and if passed, 
could not be enforced in tbe Tvcst.— 
Many of the customs transplanted by 
the people who have built up our thriv­ 
ing towns and cultivated our fertile 
prairies would shock the feelings of 
your people- 
Has not this system of government 
proven beneficial to you in Maine'? 
Have you not enjoyed liberty aud pros­ 
perity at home, protection from all 
your enemies abroad '? 
Have you not 
directed your local afl'airs in your own 
way'? 
Have not your relations with 
your sister States been agroablo aud 
useful ? 
Have you not been rcproseutcd 
with dignity ami power and splendor in 
the great family of nation.s ? 
And yet, my fellow-citizens, the re­ 
publican party desire to change this 
government and substitute one of their 
own creation. 
They hate this system. 
They hate this diversity. 
They hate 
the doctrine of States’ rights. 
They 
bate the Constitution as tho fathers 
made it. 
They have deliberately con­ 
spired for its overthrow. 
They prefer 
a consolidated.government. 
They pre­ 
fer. to break down tho barriers which 
tho £tates with their reserved rights 
can interpyi.'o, tooroato a govcrtimont so 
sensitive that it will foci tho least im­ 
pulse of popular will and so strong that 
it will exebnto that will. 
They' believe 
this will be a bettor, freer government. 
They believe that rather than have tlio 
limitations imposed by the Constitution, 
they ought to have the limitations im­ 
posed only by tbe unbridled will of an 
irresponsible majority. 
Twice since the close of the war they 
have used all the power which the pos­ 
session of tho governments, both State 
and federal, has given them to amend 
the Constitution; and in each case the 
amendment has been in derogation of 
the substantial, important, recognized 
rights of the States.' By 'the first of 
these ainendments the power of the 
State over slavery within its limits was- 
abolished. 
By the second, oitizensbip 
in the States is to depend upon the will 
not of the States, but of Congress; and 
the .exclusion of negroes from the rule 
of suffrage is punished by tho loss of 
representation. 
Not satisfied with this 
attack upon the States themselves, .with 
the true spirit of rerálutionary leaders 


they have turned upon the Government 
itself. 
The Constitution has vested in 
tbe President the power of a depart­ 
ment. and made him responsible for the 
management of the army and for the 
execution of the laws. 
The republican 
party has stripped him of his patronage, 
taken away from him the selection of 
his cabinet and tho appointment of cf- 
Ccors. 
It was chiefly owing to the in­ 
domitable firmness of one of your own 
Senators that it did not depose him from 
office and put its own leader in his 
place, 
[At'this point General Robberts pro-i 
posed three ehcers for tho Hon. Wm. 
Pitt Fessenden, tho Senator alluded to, 
an'd these were given with the greatest 
enthusiasm, the audience rising] 
G'ho Stale govorntnents wore .in full 
vigor and operation before, aud during, 
and after the war. 
During the war the 
State government of Virginia was call­ 
ed upon to give its assent to the creation 
of West Virginia, and members of Con­ 
gress were admitted from Loiii.siana so 
soon a.s Federal troops obtained foothold 
in that State. 
After the war the States 
of the South wore invited to ratify, and 
did ratify, the thirteenth constitutional 
amendment, and it derives its validity 
from their assent. 
The republican par­ 
ty by tho reconstruction acts, abolished 
these governments, and created in their 
stead military governments, which no 
man will pretend was within the con­ 
stitutional powers of Congress. 
By the 
aid of the army they have built up other 
governments, not according to tbe will 
of the people, but according to the will 
of Congress, and they have founded 
them upon the exclusion of tbo intelli­ 
gence and wealth and virtue of the 
white race from the right of suffrage, 
and upon tho admission of every negro 
to that right; and they have made these 
negroes buy their exemption from the 
interference of the army and their rec­ 
ognition as States by ratification of the 
Fourteenth Constitutional Amendment, 
and a pledge that they will never change 
tho rule of suffrage. 
Do not their own 
acts convict them of the charge I have 
made? 
Are they.not'surely and rapid­ 
ly , even though silently, sapping the 
foundations of the Government and 
changing its form and nature? 
Are 
they not accumulating power in tbe 
Federal Government and taking itawax- 
from the'States? 
Do they not declare 
openly, and make it the basis of their 
creed, that Congress has a power over 
the right of suffrage in ton States which 
it has not over the same subject in the 
other States. 
Why is it they build up 
these governments upon the basis of the 
negro vote alone ? 
My friends, divest yourselves of pas­ 
sion; look at this work steadily. 
Is not 
flic stolid ignorance of enfranchised 
..s!avc.s too narrow a basis for a prosper­ 
ous State possessing equal powers with 
tho State of Maine? 
Why is it insisted 
on? 
The reason, tho solo reason, is 
that they believe they can control the 
negro vote; that by this vote they can 
secure the election of a I’rcsident, and 
Senators, and Members of the House 
and governors and Legislatures and 
.TuJ.ges. and .so wield longer-tho powers 
of the Government. 
I know many of 
these men well. 
They are men of in­ 
tellect and daring. 
They arc men of 
firm resolve and lofty purpose. 
They 
are not actuated by low greed of gain, 
nor love of the emoluments and honors 
of office. 
They have tho true spirit of 
fanatical reformers, and they seer pow­ 
er that they may overturn this system 
of government and build up ■ another 
• system in its stead. 
Mv friends, we are engaged in no 
scramble for office. 
We are stimulated 
by no lust for power. ' This struggle 
touches the, life of our confederated sys­ 
tem. 
It touches the question of union 
or unity. 
It will decide iu tbo far off 
future tho destiny of our country. 
If 
our opponents succeed, wb will have first 
Unity, and then Despotism, and then 
Revolution, and then Soparaliot), and 
then whatever God in His wrath may 
inflict. 
If they fail, we will have the 
Con.stitution obeyed, tho Union main­ 
tained, liberty enjoyed, prosperity a- 
boumling, peace everywhere, and all 
tho glories of our pa.st will bo but as tbo 
early bud compared with the blooming 
beauties of the. full blown flowers. 
In 
this supremo hour of our fate I beg you 
to pause and weigh well your duty to the 
country, as in the hour of death you 
would woi.gh your duty to God. 
To 
experiment is too costly; we cannot af­ 
ford it. 
We might lose our liberty, for 
there is a limit to human endurance.—. 
We cannot buy what wo do not pay for, 
and we cannot pay more than what ex­ 
action can squeeze from our people.— 
Freednien’s Bureau, military comrois 
sioDS, military governments, tho support 
of ten State governments, constitutional 
amendments, negro suflFrage, carpetr 
baggers, arc in themselves expensive 
luxuries. 
When they bring with theip 
stagnation of business, small crops, idle 
bands, no cotton, no rice, no sugar, no 
home market for Western- breadstuffs 
and pork, and no exports for Eastern 
ships to carry, they are more expensive 


still; and when they superadd high tax­ 
es, high tariffs, exemption of capital 
from all burdens, an increase in the 
hours of labor, an increase of the prices 
of necessaries, and a decrease of tbo 
wages of labor, the expenses gets to be 
intolerable. 
The amount of money collected by 
taxation in three years of peace, frotn 
July, ISG.I, to July, 1868, reached 
$1,594,174,000. I have'it from official 
sources\ Tbo Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue reports for 1866, $561,572,- 
000, for 1868 $471,300,000, and Ap­ 
pleton’s Encyclopedia reporte rfor 1867 
$501 302,000; total$l 594,000,000.

and if you look at the last monthly re­ 
port. made Aug. 1, 1868, you will find 
it is stated to be $2,633,588, showing 
a decrease of $134,107,215. The Com­ 
missioner of Internal Revenue tells ua 
that tho value of all tbe real and per­ 
sonal property in Hie United States in 
1860—the lands, farms, houses, town 
lets, money-stocks, bonds, railroads, 
steamboats, ships—all amounted to only 
$14,282,726,088. 
If the products of 
three years of peace have made up for 
the ravages of four years of war, then 
the taxation for three years has amount­ 
ed to very much more than one-tenth of 
all the property in the country, 'while 
the taxation of Great Britain has as 
mounted to one-thirtieth part. 
If the 
taxation for the.»e years were assessed 
upon each individual equally, it would 
amount in the United States to $34,25, 
while in France the taxation for the 
same time would amount to $22, and in 
Austria to less than $16. 
The public 
debt of the United States if assessed to 
each individual, would amount to $74,>. ] 
25; the public debt of France to $53, ' 
and of Prussia to $12.

that I never made a statement that J 
could not verify; and I hold in my hand 
this report from this Republican Com- 
mi.ssioner of Internal Revenue, Mr.

E ditors Chambers Tribune: 
Si r : I regret to see from some pub­ 
lications in the Montgomery papers tliat 
the action of the Legislature, in refer­ 
ence to the Bogialration question, is at 
least by some, grossly misunderstood. 
The Senate B ill providing for a regis­ 
tration came up in the 
liou se on the 
evening of the last day of the Session, 
and was then defeated. 
As I made a 
speech against the B ill, I may not bo 
considered an intruder in stating my 
object in doing so. 
Long before 
the assembling of the 
Jjcuislature, my attcution was called to 
this very subject by the flon. E. G. 
Bichards and ho thou suggested to me 
tliat the Constitution left in the discre­ 
tion of The Legislature as to the lime a 
Begistration law should be pul in force, 
llis idea was that by adopting the Code, 
nil necessary 
elections could bo held 
without running the State to unneces­ 
sary cipense in tlie enaofnient of a now 
and expensive Begistration system .— 
JJuring the Session I received a letter 
from-the same gentleman, prcs.sing the 
same views upon mj' attention. 
I coins 
cided with his views at • the time 
and 
now more than ever recognize their 
force. 
After 
the 
General Assembly 
had passed the “ disability bill,” which 
provides that no man shall be deprived 
of his right to vote, c.xcopt for crime of 
which he shall have been convicted, I 
could then see no possible excuse 
for 
adopting a registration sy.stem other 
than that provided in the Code. 
The LegUlature had already adopted 
the Code, which certainly makes ample 
provisions for all elections by the peo­ 
ple. 
My earnest endeavor, while in the 
Legislature, was to secure a free, full, 
and fair election by the people. 
I pro­ 
tested against the B ill which proposed 
to take the election of “ i’residcntial 
Electors’ from the people, and as the 
Code gives all citizens a free and fair 
chance in the coming Presidential elec­ 
tion, I could see no reason for the cn- 
aotmcut of a new law for Registering 
voters. 
Under the very same provis­ 
ions 08 are now in the Code we have 
hold elections for years in Alabama.— 
W hy not continue to do so? 
le a n see 
nothing in the present Constitution of 
the State forbidding an election by the 
people for Electors in November next. 
Nor can I see that the Legislature failed 
to do any thing necessary to be done in 
order to give the people that right.. The 
truth is that tho whole of that part of 
the Constitution having reference to a 
system of Registration is uiuectouy 
and not m.^nd.atouy. 
It was so con­ 
strued in the House. 
B ut while the 
General Assembly did fail to adopt a 
harsh, severe and expensive Registra­ 
tion law, tlicy did better. 
They exer­ 
cised the discretion vested in them by 
the Constitution, and in the simple act 
of adopting the Code provided for a 
J a ir and legal election by the people. 
Gov. Smith’s Veto of the Electoral 
B ill met iny hearty approval. 
That 
Veto effectually killed and buried the 
Bill. 
I hope the newspapers will hush 
their unfounded doubts— that the orders 
for the election as provided in the Code 
will be issued and the people in their 
ancient elective franchise vote as they 
vicasc.

Alex. Rutherford, JSsr^ , Chairman, cC-c. 
D ear Sir—I duly received your let­ 
ter pf the 15th instant as ohairinau of a 
committee of a Jackson Deniocratio 
Association, inviting me to attend at the 
dedication of their bail on the ovouiiig 
of Thursday next, and exj-ressing the 
belief that my association with General 
Jackson will enable me “ to add to the 
interest of the occasion.” 
In reply, I have the honor to thank 
you and your committee for rcmemher- 
ing me in my seclusion, and to inform 
you that my duties elsewhere ou that 
evening, and my disinclination, ut the 
age of seventy-nine years, to mingle in 
political excitements, forbid an accep­ 
tance of your kind invitation. 
But re­ 
cognizing the duty of every living pian 
to do what he cun to serve his» country 
in times of danger, I have no hesitation 
in communicating to you and your as­ 
sociation tbe views I entertain upon the 
issues involved in the elections of this 
year. 


T H E CANDID.ATES. 
Of the men who are caiididato.s I 
have nothing to say. It seems to me 
the duty of every true patriot, in this 
iliohienteus crisis, to think only of the 
great principles and results involved, 
and overlooking all that is merely per­ 
sonal in the candidates, consider them 
merely as instruments in maintaining 
those priuciplcs and affecting those res 
suits. 


ifiiE W A ii. 
A vast majority of our Northern peo­ 
ple went into the late war for the pre­ 
servation of the Union. 
The war was 
successful, and tbe Uuion was preserved. 
The rebels everywhere laid down their 
arms, and peace was restored throughout 
the land. 
All that was needed to make 
that peace perpetual was State officers in 
all the seceding Slates sworn to support 
the Constitution of the United States. 
True, every man who had borne arms 
against the United States, and every 
one who had given them aid and eom- 
foft, had, under tbe Constitution and 
existing laws, incurred the pen-allics of 
death and confiscation. 
From these 
penalties they could he relieved only by 
the constitutional pardoning power, or 
by trial and acquittal in the courts. The 
subject was exclusively executive and 
judicial, and altogether beyond the 
rightful jurisdiction of tbe legislative 
power. 
Now, who docs not know that 
bad tbe amnesty proclamations of the 
President been allowed to have their 
legal effect and the Southern States boon 
permitted to reorganize themselves un­ 
der officers sworn to support the Con­ 
stitution of the United States, we should 
long ago have had peace and compara­ 
tive prosperity throughout our borders ? 
Why is it not so’? 


USURPATION OF TH E RADICAL CONGRESS. 


It is attributable entirely to the'usur- 
patious of Congress. 
That body began 
by adopting the ahsnrdity that the suc­ 
cessful war for the preservation of tlic 
Union had in fact destroyed the Union; 
that in compelling the seceding States 
to remain in the Union our armies had 
in fact thrust them out; and that, how- 
over anxious the Suatbcrn people might 
be to stay in or got in, they could not 
do so without as.senting to .such condi­ 
tions as Congress might prcsorihe. 
B 
the.success of the war pul the Southern 
States out of the Union, would its jail- 
uro have kept them in? 
On this ab­ 
surdity was based tUo entire rceoustruo- 
tion legislation of Congress. 
They a.s- 
suiued that the seceding States, instead 
of bciug portions of ou^^reat republic, 
were altogether foreign^ud that their 
people, instead of being repentant re­ 
bels, were conquered enemies. 
Upon 
these pretexts they took them out of the 
constitutional supervision of the execu­ 
tive and judicial departments of the 
goverument, and subjected them to the 
uulimited power of Congress, irrespec-. 
live of the Constitution. 
Instead of 
leaving them to be pardoned under the 
laws in existence when their crime was 
committed, they passed ex post_ facto 
laws, disabilities, from which their vic­ 
tims could, • according to their theory 
and practice, bo relieved only by the 
usurping and absolute power which had 
imposed them; and when the President 
and judiciary indicated a . disposition to 
exercise their constitutional rights, they 
sought to deprive : them of their right­ 
ful powers by legislation, and by threats 
of punishment by impeachment. ‘Thus, 


practically, has Congress subverted the 
Constitution, and, on this subject, taken 
into their own hands all the powers of 
goveriiment—legislative, exceutive, and 
'judicial. 
If their theory were true, 
instead of being false, as it is. where 
did they get the povYer to legislate over 
the seceding States—to treat them as 
outlaws, and put them out of the pale 
of civilized and republican institution.s ? 
Not, surely, in the Constitution of the 
United State.?. 
And if not there, .what 
rightful power had they, .beyond that of 
£ny other body of usurpers mot bearing 
the title of Congress, to legislate over 
these people at all ? 
The party which 
has produced all this wrong, usurpation, 
and oppression calls itself RepuMican. 
Before and during the war, its leads 
ers m-aiiitainod that the Southern States 
had not republican governments, be- 
oausc the negroes had no right to vote. 
The same men have joined in imposing 
governments upon those States in whieli 
kirgc numbers of white men have no 
right to vote; and yet these governs 
mcnts arc republican enough for them. 
And those Ilepublican loaders have 
shown their regard for republican gov­ 
ernment by the scheme lately eoncoctod 
in IVashiugton, and sent out to bo ex- 
coutod by their tools in the South, for 
taking even 
from these hew fledged 
voters the right to vote for Presidential 
electors—a right long exercised by the 
people of every State In the Union, ex­ 
cept South Caroliua, the most aristocrat­ 
ic iu the- Confederacy. 
And this plan 
lia.0 been actually adopted in Florida, 
and so far defeated in Alabama by the 
veto of a Soutliernsborn Governor, who 
strangely imagines that modern republi- 
eariisin means somctliing more than a 
design to retain control of the govern­ 
ment even at tho expense of every 
truly republican principle and institu- 
tica. 
Look at the rest of tho now 
States which Congress has admitted into 
the Union., without the population of a 
second-rate city, each having as many 
Senator? as old States with their swarm­ 
ing millions. 


MODERN 
REfUBLTCANISM 
la It republican that twenty thousand 
voters in the Western plains and moun­ 
tains should have the same representa^ 
tinn in tbe Senate and the .same vote for 
I’tcsi’deut, in case of an election by tho 
llou.se of llcprcscntativcs, as a million 
of voters iu Ohio, Now York, Peunsyl- 
vanis, and other great States? 
Yes, it 
is modern republicanism; it is that re­ 
publicanism which tramples upon every 
fundamoutal principle of free govern­ 
ment to secure political power; which 
casts the Constitution behind it when it 
is an obstacle in its way; which dispen­ 
ses with the civil authorities in peaceful 
States, and governs with the bayonet; 
which takes suffrage from intelligence, 
and vests it in ignorance; which impo­ 
ses constitutions ou unwilling commu­ 
nities, and calls them free States; which 
would impeach an honest President for 
attcinptiug to protect and defend a vio­ 
lated Constitution, and deprives an up­ 
right judiciary of its legitimate juris­ 
diction, lest it should commit the same 
offense, which punishes crimes canceled 
by the pardoning power, and compels 
citizens, by test oaths, to testify against 
themselves; and which arrogates to 
itself, over ten States, notwithstanding 
the constitutional limitation of its au­ 
thority, all the powcis claimed and ex­ 
orcised by the veriest despot on earth

r e c o n s t r u c t io n . 
But there seems to be a pause in the 
mad career of tho usurpers. 
Recon­ 
struction, lately urged on with railroad 
speed, s.eems to be suddenly suspended. 
What is the matter? 
Do tho tools so 
aagorly grasped by the usurpers begin 
te out their own fingers? Do the ne­ 
groes begin to rebel against their new 
mnstcr.s? 
Is it certain that their new- 
fledged voters in the- South will not

'I'ho first is, to ‘ take from

If she is not in 
now' who has put her out? 
W hat but 
Congress? 
And have Congress power 
to put States out of the Uniou ? 
They 
have practically usurped that power, and 
have passed an act prohibiting that and 
tho other unreconstructed States from 
taking part in tho approaching Presi­ 
dential election. 
If Congress can at 
will put States out of tho Union¡ and 
can establish a military empiro outside 
of the Union; woe bo . to the cause of 
liberty within the Union r

THE PBÓPLE'’’'WILL HOLD CONQBESS B E -

The members of Congress cannot es­ 


cape their responsibility to the people 
and theii allegiance to the Constitution 
by any such subterfuge. 
The people 
will ask them why they denied all rep­ 
resentation to the Southern people in 
Congress, when, in their unquestioned 
privilege to judge of tbe quulifioations 
of their own members, they had tho 
power to exclude all members elect who 
had taken part in the rebellion, or were 
disloyal to the government. 
They will 
ask why they suspended the writ of ha­ 
beas corpus in ten peaceful States, subs' 
jccting the people thereof to a military 
despotism. ■ when the Constitution ex­ 
pressly forbids the suspension of that 
writ, •‘except in cases of rebellion or 
inv.asioD,” and thou only when “ tho 
public safety may require it? 
They 
will ask why, when there was no resis­ 
tance to the civil courts, the citizens of 
ten States have been subjected to. mili­ 
tary tribunals, in violation of positive 
law, and the most sacred principles of 
free government ? 
They will ask why 
so many little States have been carved 
out of tho Western wilderness; why the 
President has been impe«ohed, and the 
Supreme Court threatened and paraliz- 
ed; why Congress has usurped the pows 
cr to regulate suffrage in the States; 
why, in the exercise of this usurped 
power, every male negro in the South, 
twenty one-years of age, has been made 
a voter, and multitudes of white men 
disfranchised; why, by c.v pn.st facto 
laws, they imposed; new disabilities up­ 
on men who lad been pardoned by the 
President; why they have removed 
them for many of the- most notorious 
rebels, and enforced them upon the less 
guilty; and finally, why they now pro­ 
pose to deprive even the negroes as well 
as the whites iu the South of the right 
to vote for Presidential electors. 


T H E IR ANSWER’ 
To all those questions, and many 
more, the radical leaders can in truth 
give but one answer, and that is—“ WE 
INTEND TO K EEP POSSESSION 
OF THE GOVERNMENT.” 
We feared, the people .of the Southern 
States would vote against us if they 
wore suffered to remain in the Union, 
and for that reason wc practically thrust 
them out. 
We knew they would' still 
vote against us if allowed to come in on 
tho basis of the Constitution, and for 
that reason wc had to Icgislato outside 
of the Constitution, assume the power 
to. regulate suffrage, enfranchise • the 
negroes, disfranchise the whites, and 
impose upon them constitutions virtually 
of our own making. 
Fearing there 
might be some resistance to our plan for 
securing' to our party the votes of the 
South by disfranchisiug the whites, and 
subjecting them to the government of 
their late slaves, wo thought it necessa­ 
ry to su.spond the writ of habeas corpus, 
and pnt them all under martial law.— 
Tho President vras iu our way, and wc 
stripped him of his legitimate powers as 
far as -we could by legislation; and not 
satisfied with th:\t, we would have re­ 
moved him from office, but for treason 
in our own ranks. 
It was rumored that 
the Stiprcmo Court would set aside all 
our legislation outside of tho Constitu­ 
tion, and to prevent that we restricted 
its jurisdiction, and denounced its mem­ 
bers. 
Sad to relate, our new-fledged 
voters of the South most ungratefully 
showed signs unmistakable of a disposi­ 
tion to go over to the enemy; so, to 
make sure of tho votes of the recon­ 
structed States for our candidates next 
fall, we have advised their legislatures, 
composed chiefly of our minions, to take 
tbe appointment of electors into their 
own hands; and as Virginia, if recon­ 
structed, would immediately follow the 
example of the adjoining States—Mary­ 
land and Kentucky—and go for the 
Democratic ticket by an overwhelming 
majority, we determined to prevent that 
caUstrophe, and have decreed by act 
of Congress, though outside of tbe Con­ 
stitution it may he, that she, as well as 
Mississippi and Texas, shall have no 
vote at all. 
^Yc remove the disabili­ 
ties of every ‘red-handed’ rebel who 
will vote our ticket, and enforce them 
upon every man who seems inclined, to 
vote against us. 
In short, the political 
power of the nation wo are determined 
to retain by any and all necessary 
means, whether inside or outside of the 
Constitution. 
Such is the practical language of the 
radical leaders. ^Aud if you ask them 
how they expect to induce the people of 
tho North to sustain them in these open 
outrages upon the Constitution, and ev­ 
ery principle of Republican liberty, they 
virtually answer. 
‘We have a popular 
Union soldier as pur candidate for the 
Presidency, and we expect the people 
to lose sight of the principles involved 
in their admiration of the man. 
In 
addition to this, wc have powerful ar-. 
gumcnt in ringing, the charges, through 
our organs and orators, upon the words 
rebel, copperhead, sympa'.hizer, traitor 
to the party, &o., &o.’ 
What but these 
are the means employed to secuje the 
ascendancy of the radical party in the 
fall elections?' 
And now, having subjected the white 
men of the South by miUtary coerciou 


to the domination of their recently e- 
mancipated slaves, less fitted to exercise 
the right of suffrage than the women 
and half-grown children of the North, 
and led on by adventurers who seek to 
use them as instruments to secure offices 
and riches, the radical leaders fill the 
country with the cry, ‘Let us bavo 
peace.’—Yes, with their feet upon their 
neeka, and their bayonets at tbe breasts 
of the white people of the South, they 
cry, ‘Lot us have peace.’ 


YOUR MONEY OB YOUR LITE. 
Let us have tame submission to all 
the measures of our party to secure their 
own ascendency, however unconstita- 
tional, unjust, and oppressive. 
And if 
any of their riotims evince a disposi­ 
tion to resist their usurpations and op­ 
pressions, and seek relief, even by peace­ 
ful means, they denounce them as un­ 
repentant rebels, seeking V renewal of 
the civil war. 


THE LESSON OF HISTORT. 
Has any man, worthy to be trusted in 
public life, read so little of history, or 
studied human nature so unprofitafaly as 
to believe that the white .people of tho 
South are to be pacified hy being thrust 
out of the pale of the Oonstitntion and 
subjected to the absolute power of theih 
lately emancipated slaves ? 
Have ages 
of oppression made Ireland love Eng­ 
land? 
Have oppression ’and massacre 
reconciled the Poles to the domination 
of Russia? 
Human nature Is the samo 
everywhere. 
Reduced to despair by 
oppression, the oppressed -wU! resort to 
desperato remedies. 
Nay, where all 
hope is lost they will sooner rush upon 
death itself than live degraded and dis- 
houorcd lives. 


THE SOUTH. 
I f there be any people in the world 
who will not submit to hopeless oppres­ 
sion it is those who have been raised 
under the free institutions of tbe Uni­ 
ted States. 
Let each voter of tbe North 
ask himself how he would feel and what 
he would do if an usurping _ Congress 
wore to deprive him of the rights of a 
freeman and subject him in.life, liberty, 
and property to tbe absolute control of 
ianorant and penniless neuroes. 
As he 
would answer their inquiry so let him. 
act, I,et him not wonder that notes 
such as be himself might utter under 
like circumstances reacti his ears occa­ 
sionally from the South; and lei him ask 
bimself whether he is prepared by his 
vote to re-produce on this continent tbe 
conduct of England towards Ireland, 
and of Russia towards Poland 
No 
man of sense and intelligence can ex­ 
pect in tbe South so long as alarge por­ 
tion of the white population are exclu­ 
ded from all participation in their own 
government, and opposed by their lata 
slaves, led on by adventurers from the 
North. 
They laid down their arms in 
good faith; they gave up their s'aves; 
they surrendered the principle for which 
they had fought; they accepted the pov­ 
erty to which they were reduced; and 
they sought only to be allowed tbe priv­ 
ilege of free and loyal citizens under 
the old flag. 
This President Lincoln, 
and President Johnson following ia hi« 
fooiBteps, desired to concede to them.— 
The former fell hy the band of a rebel 
assassin; the latter has been bunted fe- 
riociousiy by another class of aseassins. 
The policy of tbe two Presidents .was 
identical; and yet our radicals, with 
singular ¡uconshtcncy, defy the dead 
Lincoln and crucify the living Johnson. 
Why is this? 
Lincoln is ont oí their 
way, and they would profit by his vir­ 
tues; Johnson is a lion in their path 
and they would destroy his fidelity in . 
attempting to protect the Constitation. 


TUB ROAD TO PEACE. 
What sort of peace is to be expected 
in the South so long as white people are 
proscribed and negroes allowed to gov-

THE SILBNT VOTK. 
The political campaign is practically 
finished, and victory non before any 
apparent blon baa been struck or battle 
de ivered. 
The Republicans are defeat­ 
ed—hose, foot and artillery—before they 
bare hardly set their squadrons in the 
field. We are not talking now as partis 
■ans. 
We put aside all questions of 
predilection. 
We dismiss any consid­ 
eration of the justice or propriety of the 
result itself. 
Political reasons have, 
undoubtedly, conduced to it in a large 
degree. 
The very thorough reorgani­ 
zation of the Demooratio party, the 
qnenching of all feuds and cisma in it, 
and its compact union fora common end, 
would, of course, have made it formi­ 
dable in any event. 
But causes, many 
of them subtle, and all of them superior 
.to the common political causes which 
govern a quadrennial election, have 
operated to produce this result. Let us 
consider them. 
Jinny very wise old merchants have 
laid it down os a business axiom that 
there is . a financial convulsion in the 
United States every seven years. 
The 
men rush ahead in wild speculation for 
success; but on the seventh comes a 
kind of jubilee of destruction, and ev­ 
erything goes to smash. 
It is much 
the same with political parties—a pe­ 
riod of wonderful success, and then 
terrible co lapse. 
The jubilee of de­ 
struction, the terrible seventh year of 
C'jil.ip8, has overtaken the Republican 
pirfy. 
Go whore you will, talk to 
•vhoin you will, the signs are all the 
r-ai'.ie- 
Everywhere men say, “ Well, 
we think it’s about time for a change. 
I'iie Republicans have had their chance 
;ii :iid it’s about time to give-thc other 
:ow8 a turn. The Republicans have 
•lad full swing for seven years, and 
made innumerable promises of econo- 
my, reform, peace, good times, etc . 
etc.' None of their promises have been 
kept, and we are tired of waiting fur 
the good time which don’t come. 
Let 
us give the other side a chance, and 
see if they will do better.” 
Such is the 
common talk of the great “ middle 
party,” wiiich holds to-day, as it always 
has held, the balance of power in the 
Uni'ed States; and 
every politician 
knows that as that middle party goes 
BO goes the Union. 
For it is well un­ 
derstood by shrewd politicians and by 
dispassionate observers of the course of 
events in the United States, from 1801 
to the present year of grace, that the 
real and earnest Federalists and Dem­ 
ocrats, the real whigs and Democrats, 
or the real Republicans and Democrats, 
never carried an election by their own 
unaided strength. 
The -parties which 
in 1801 crystalizcJ first around the an­ 
tagonistic principles of centralization 
and dcccntralizalion attracted in those 
two directions all the earnest thinkers. 
From that time to this, men with whom 
politics is a faith, have as conviction 
led them, joined either side, and the 
two parties have been very nearly bal­ 
anced. 
B at bctwe'cn these two, lie a 
great mass of voters whose political 
opinions-yield to the passions or im­ 
pulse of lie moment, to hard times or 
flu.=h times; who have perhaps, neith­ 
er the capacity nor the antecedents 
-which fix them in stubborn adherence 
to the principles and fortunes of a par­ 
ty; who aim at no office and sympa­ 
thize with the party out of power, not 
r.'t mnch because they believe in it very 
strongly, but because they don’t be­ 
lieve in anything deeply, and particu­ 
larly disbelieve in the party of “ ins” 
because it has failed to satisfy their 
expectation. 
This is tho character and 
power of the great party in the nation 
couimonly known ns the “ silent vote,” 
oTid everything inplieates that this silent 
vote has resolved to cast itself for Sey- 
uionr and Blair. 


As the Dcraocratic"party was over­ 
thrown by “ Tippecanoe and Tyler too,” 
as it was swept down by E.achary T.ay- 
ior, wlicn this “ silent vote” declared 
against it, so, now that the vote has 
declared Inr it, all shrewd men see that 
it must succeed ovctwhclmitigly, and 
that, with its' success, the Republican 
parly, with all its deeds, vanishes, a.s a 
party, entity, from the field of Ameri­ 
can politics, and that those whom its 
principles are a faith and a reality must 
slowly re-combine under a new name, 
and attempt to regain popular favor by 
pre.-enting new issues or artfully re­ 
painting tho old ones..

provided tho means wherewith to raise 
it. 
Except by consent of parties, ful- 
lillmcnt of obligations of this kind, can­ 
not bo honorably delayed. 
With what­ 
ever portion of the crop is left over, 
profiling by ibe example of last year, it j 
would be wise to “ tie up,” and await the I 
spring market, if the downward iimvo ! 
mont still continues, as we suppose it 
will. 
The foreign crop ha.s fallen bolowo.x- 
pectatious, and there is but one report 
from the cotton region of tho Sou tin — 
'I'he'failurc is undoubted, and the ques­ 
tion IS, not whether a good crop will bo 
made, but what will be the extent of the 
falling off from last year. 
Planters 
would consult their own interest and tluit 
ot factors also, by standing from under 
if their necessities and obligations do 
not put them under the control of the 
powerful combination of speculators .wii.o 
profited so largely last year by tbeir. 
uiisfortuiics. 
Fortunately our planters 
have guarded against a recurrence of 
the imposition practieised upon tlieiu 
last season, by raising largely of grain, 
and couduciing tbeir business upon 
the most economical scale.

barrassment which they now cxpcvicucc, 
is d.uo to the iniprovitlcuec of 1866 and 
’7, when they paid extfavagant prices 
for wretchedly inefficient labor, 
anil 
staked everything upon cotton to the 
neglect of more essential productions.
